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They Hold an Interesting Meeting— 
What They Did. 

The} meeting called by the W.C.T.U. at 
Trinity Church to enlist the active -assist- 
ance of Christian women in the work of 
educating and elevating the Hindu women, 
was held as announced. Through some 
misunderstanding. it had been stated in the | 
published call that the learned - native 
Christian woman Ramabai was to be pres- 
ent ahd address the meeting, and a large 
audience was present, many of whom no 
doubt) were drawn by the expectation of 
listening to that wonderful woman. How- 
ever, if any were disappotnted they did not 
show it. The principal address of the oc- 
easion was by Mrs, M. B. Garbutt. This 
lady has recently met Ramabai in the East, 
and has become an enthusiastic advocate of 
her plan for elevating afid Christianizing her 
Hindu sisters. Her address was devoted | 
to giving an abstract of Ramabai’s scheme. 
She quoted from her book, and gaye a 
very clear, though necessarily brief state- 
ment of the terrible condition of Hindu 
; womep, more particularly widows, of high 
caste, and the hopelessness of anything 
better for them, unless by some means they 
can bée educated. She explained just what 
Ramabai seeks to accomplish, and the 
amount of money néeded to put the plan in 
operation. Also what plan’has been{fadopted 
in the East to raise the money, which is to 
form: Ramabai circles, the members of 
which pledge themselves to pay a stated 
sum per annum for 10 years, the sum to be 
given to the establishment aud support of 
a scliool in Hindostan, to train native 
women teachers for the work. She very 
ieelingly urged her bearers to take hold of 
this great work, which seemed to, promise 
better results in the Christianizing of that 
ecople than any other form of missionary 
abor. It was very evident the speaker was 
in dead earnest to put the movement in op- 
eration here. She said now, today, was the 
time to begin, and closed her address by 
reading the closing sentence from Kama- 
bai’s book—a touching and earnest entreaty 
in the name of humanity, of God, to do all 
iorrible condition to which the religion anc 
udices of their race have doomed them.
